THE sight of Southampton 
now looking firmly like a 
potential top five side and 
playing some of the best foot¬ 
ball in this league right now is 
quite remarkable. 

Saints are fast becoming the 
success story of this season - 
and rightly feted by the media 
as a result.

We’re not the next Barcelona 
and we’d be deluded if we 
thought we were, but what we 
can be is the first 
Southampton FC. 

There is nothing set in stone 
to say that the revolution 
Nicola Cortese and Mauricio 
Pochettino are setting in 
motion isn’t the start of some¬ 
thing special. 

The problem we have in this 
country is that we refuse to 
believe that success cannot 
be achieved without flinging 
money at it. 

There is no place in modern 
English football for something 
organic to succeed. It’s as if 
we cannot believe that a team 
ethic and a game plan based 
upon hard work cannot suc¬ 
ceed over a team of highly 
paid, highly expensive, big 
name players. 

Who’s to say that 
Southampton FC cannot actu¬ 
ally achieve something this 
season? 

A top eight place and a good 
cup run is very much achiev¬ 
able. 

A lot depends on 
Wednesday’s game against 
Sunderland, win it and all of a 
sudden you’re looking at the 
possibility of a trip to 
Wembley. 

I’ve said many times in these 
pages that Saints’ Johnson’s 
Paint Trophy win at Wembley 
helped jump start our march 
up the leagues. 

Success is addictive, it can 
make you strive to get more of 
it. 

Here’s to another Wembley 
adventure then..

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ONE way to beat Saints’ press¬ 
ing game is to get your goal¬ 
keeper to score, went the the 
pre-match joke in the Britannia 
Stadium’s press room.

The Bosnian had the scribes rub¬ 
bing their eyes in disbelief, frantical¬ 
ly searching for the records, when 
his wind-assisted punt sailed nearly 
80 metres before bouncing between 
Dejan Lovren and Jose Fonte, over 
Artur Boruc and into the back of the 
net. 

Assuming the ball had been dealt 
with, Begovic was tending to his 
belongings beside his goal when 
Boruc was looking back in horror as 
the ball rippled the back of his net. 

Laughably, the official Opta 
Twitter page credited the assist to 
defender Erik Pieters for his non¬ 
chalant pass back after Saints had 
lost the ball, having kicked off. 

Pompey fans wasted no time in 
rubbing it in, Begovic having made 
his Premier League debut during his 
days at Fratton Park. 

He joined a pantheon of goalscor¬ 
ing goalkeepers that famously 
includes Peter Shilton (for Leicester 
City against Saints in October 1967) 
and is only the fifth custodian to 
score in the Premier League (after 
Peter Schmeichel, Tim Howard, 
Brad Friedel and Paul Robinson). 

But to do so after just 12 seconds is 
truly unique. 

Begovic’s goal is also the fourth- 
fastest goal in Premier League histo¬ 
ry after Ledley King (9.9 seconds v 
Bradford City), Alan Shearer (10.4 
secs v Manchester City) and Mark 
Viduka (11.1 secs v Charlton).

Mark Hughes would not have envis¬ 
aged from his former club on the 
weekend of his 50th birthday. 

This game started even more sensa¬ 
tionally than Saints’ last game at the 
Britannia had finished, Begovic’s 
one-in-a-million strike as remarkable 
as Cameron Jerome’s last-minute 
blockbuster in the 3-3 draw against 
Saints last December. 

It is one that will be talked about for 
many years by the Stoke faithful.

But despite the shock of conceding 
such a goal so early on, Saints 
responded well. After Jay 
Rodriguez’s headed equaliser shortly 
before half-time, they had the 
chances to record their first top-flight 
win at Stoke since 1984/85 - the last 
season they finished in the top five. 

Had they done so they would have 
been up to the dizzy heights of second, 
temporarily at least. But Stoke City 
away is never an easy fixture so they 
can be well pleased to have extended 
their unbeaten run to eight matches 
ahead of Hull City’s visit next week¬ 
end. 

When Saints take on Arsenal at the 
Emirates in their next Premier 
League away match on November 23, 
it is not too fanciful to imagine it 
billed as a top-four contest and a true 
gauge of their ability to last the 
course in the higher echelons of 
English football.

CHERRIES failed to score for the 
first time in the Championship 
this season when they slumped 
to a 2-0 defeat against Bolton at 
Dean Court this afternoon. 

Eddie Howe’s men were 
undone by David Ngog’s 37th- 
minute strike for the Trotters and 
Jermaine Beckford’s goal in sec¬ 
ond half stoppage time - but 
were also guilty of failing to cap¬ 
italise on their own attacking 
endeavours. 

Far too often, Howe’s players 
were found wanting in the final 
third as the visitors racked up 
only their second league win of a 
difficult season to ease the pres¬ 
sure on boss Dougie Freedman. 

Howe made three changes to 
the side that lost at Leicester 
City. Tommy Elphick replaced 
the suspended Elliott Ward, 
while Shaun MacDonald came 
into the starting line-up following 
loanee Jack 
Collison’s return 
to parent club 
West Ham. 

Goalkeeper 
Lee Camp, 
signed on a one- 
month loan from 
West Brom this 
week, made his 
Cherries debut, 
with Ryan Allsop 
dropping to the 
bench. 

Camp should 
have been called 
into action as 
early as the fifth 
minute, but 
Beckford’s loop¬ 
ing header 
missed the tar¬

Having 
smashed the ball into the press 
box when under pressure from 
Ryan Fraser moments earlier, 
Alex Baptiste almost handed the 
Trotters the lead at the other 
end, but his left-foot piledriver 
was beaten away by Camp.

Mourinho left Tyneside a worried 
man after seeing Newcastle put 
the brakes on their Barclays 
Premier League title challenge.

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At Speed: My life in the fast lane

THANKS to the kindness of a couple from 
Somerset, your reviewer had the privilege of 
watching the breathtaking finale to stage ten 
of this year’s Tour de France from an impos¬ 
sibly perfect vantage point. 

It’s a long story, but on the most beautifully 
sunny day, I found myself watching the 
action from an hotel balcony some 80 feet 
above St Malo’s magnificent promenade 
overlooking Brittany’s Emerald Coast, less 
than 200 metres from the finish line. We 
could clearly see the peleton as it snaked 
through the ‘flame rouge’ one kilometre from 
home while following the action on a large 
screen TV set back from the hotel balcony. 

“Cav’s going to win this,” suggested one of 
our small party and though we couldn’t 
establish precisely where Mark Cavendish 
was in the bunch, the observation made per¬ 
fect sense. After all, the conditions were ideal 
for him and he was clearly ‘in the mix’. All he 
needed was a timely lead-out and BOOM, he 
would surely power his way to another explo¬ 
sive sprint finish victory. 

However, as the peleton leaders motored 
towards the line at close to 50mph, so Cav 
was balked 
by Tom 
Veelers, the 
Dutch lead- 
out man for 
Marcel Kittel 
who was 
dropping 
back, just as 
the ‘Manx 
Missile’ 
attempted to 
launch his 
perfectly- 
timed chal¬ 
lenge. The 
pair collided 
directly above our balcony; the crowd 
gasped; Veelers went sprawling across the 
tarmac, but Cav was distracted, his intense 
focus momentarily lost - it was enough to 
cost him the race. He finished third. Kittel 
won. 

This episode tells us much about Mark 
Cavendish and his will to win. A teenage 
world track champion in 2005, 
Commonwealth Games gold medallist a year 
later and world champion (with Bradley 
Wiggins) in 2008, his move to road racing 
has resulted in him becoming the most prolif¬ 
ic and exciting sprinter in Tour de France his¬ 
tory. 

At Speed is described as a “take-no-pris- 
oners” account of his life, which is accurate 
enough, but it comes only three years since 
Boy Racer, his equally revealing portrayal of 
life behind the scenes of Le Tour. 

Nevertheless, anyone watching Cavendish 
in St Malo earlier this year will appreciate that 
he never takes any prisoners, a characteristic 
evident throughout At Speed, an excellent 
book which crackles with attitude.

Tlie Saints legend’s 


CONFIDENCE, it’s a strange old thing. 
Something that can’t be quantified, 
constantly flittering between one 
game and the next. 

Never to be confused with form, confi¬ 
dence can be shattered in a moment of mad¬ 
ness or rediscovered with a moment of 
magic. 

We saw both sides to this fleeting emotion 
last Sunday - in a moment that could yet 
have a huge impact on where the Premier 
League title ends up come May. 

In one swift move, Fernando Torres got 
the goal he so thoroughly deserved, while 
Joe Hart was left to ponder just where he 
can go to from here. 

Torres had looked every inch the player 
that Roman Abramovich forked out £50 mil¬ 
lion for. 

Bar one glaring miss, the Spaniard 
showed pace, power and determination in a 
performance reminiscent of his heyday at 
Anfield. 

A fit and firing Fernando Torres is some¬ 
thing Chelsea fans have dreamed of since 
his deadline day move, but something that 
has eluded them in the four seasons since. 

His record of 15 league goals in those four 
aforementioned seasons shows just how far 
he has fallen. His striker’s instinct, so lethal 
at Liverpool, seemed to have deserted him, 
replaced with insecurity only heightened 
by the dearth of goals. 

This was not a loss of form, but one of con¬ 


fidence, and one so severe that many 
regarded him too far gone. 

There was an upturn in his performances 
under the tutelage of Rafa Benitez, who 
noted his decline in physical conditioning, 
but he still remained fragile and unsure of 
his abilities. 

He seemed a yard short on pace, a lengthy 
list of injuries seemingly catching up with 
him. 

That particular theory was well and truly 
shattered on Sunday. As Gael Clichy 
squared up to Torres near the touchline, he 
offered him the line, believing, like so 
many of us, that he had him for pace. 

He didn’t. 

Torres shifted gears so effort¬ 
lessly that Clichy looked like he 
was treading water. He stillyjf 
showed the composure to find a V* 
teammate, Andre Schurrle profit¬ 
ing with a simple tap-in. 

What followed was a glimpse ^ 
of Torres in his peak. ^ 
Receiving the ball in City’s 
half, he shaped onto his^ w 
right foot and curled a sub- ^ . 
lime shot towards the far * 
corner. It was reminiscent 
of the goal that started his 
career off in the English 
game, his debut goal for 
Liverpool against 

Sunderland. 

The winner was far less 


spectacular, but no less significant in the 
title race. It was a predatory goal, as he 
preyed on the mistakes of others. 

It was just reward for his accomplished 
performance. And as he wheeled off to the 
corner to celebrate, Joe Hart made his way 
back to his goal, cursing and muttering to 
himself in only the way a goalkeeper can. 

It was the latest in a line of error-strewn 
performances this season from England’s 
number one. 

While Torres was given the opportunity to 
atone for his glaring miss, going in search 
of the ball, Hart has to wait for his chance to 
prove his doubters wrong. 

His dash off his line was not a move of 
a man short on confidence. For all of 
his shortcomings, Hart has never 
been one to lack in that department. 
It did, however, display an over¬ 
eagerness to do the right thing, a 
sign of a keeper under pressure. 

It was not the first time this 
season that Hart’s deci¬ 
sion-making has 
been called into 
-^q u e s t i o n .

September 
he was left 


marooned outside his area as Andreas 
Weimann walked the winner into the net. 

It is difficult to determine how long 
Manuel Pellegrini will persevere with Hart, 
whose form has reached an all-time low. 

He is blessed with a squad of immense 
depth all over the park, except between the 
sticks. Costel Pantillimon and Richard 
Wright are waiting in the wings, but neither 
will offer Hart the competition he needs to 
reclaim his former glories. 

Pellegrini’s handling of the situation 
could also have dire repercussions for 
England, who aren’t blessed with an abun¬ 
dance of Premier League goalkeepers them¬ 
selves. 

One thing is for certain: Man City cannot 
afford to continue sacrificing points while 
they wait around for Hart to regain his 
form. Action needs to be taken. 

In one of the most open title races in years, 
dropping needless points could prove costly 
in the greater scheme of things. 

While Chelsea continue to build into the 
season, City have been beset by setback 
after setback. There is still plenty of football 
to be played, and it would be foolish to judge 
the potential of each team on one fixture, 
but it’s fair to say that Chelsea deserve to be 
considered favourites for the title at pre¬ 
sent. It’s a matter of confidence.

It’s not all 
about cash 


EVERTON manager Roberto 
Martinez believes if his side can 
negotiate the next three months 
without too many mishaps they 
will be in a good position to 
challenge the Premier League’s 
big spenders. 

An encouraging start to the 
season has seen the Toffees 
take 19 points from nine match¬ 
es to sit sixth in the table ahead 
of the weekend’s games and still 
within striking distance of the 
top. 

No-one is suggesting the 
Spaniard’s side are capable of 
mounting a title challenge but 
Martinez believes if they can 
stay in touch with the top four 
into the new year it gives them a 
chance of bridging the gap. 
Everton kick are at home to 
Tottenham this Sunday, one of 
just four clubs currently above 
them who they will face in the 14 
matches until the end of January 
- although they do play 
Liverpool twice and go to 
Manchester United, who are four 
points behind them. 


“In any season you want to be 
in a strong position in the final 
third of the season,” said 

Martinez, pictured. 



“We have been 
very pleased with 
the start of the 
season and the 
way the squad 
is shaping up, 
now it is a mat¬ 
ter of getting 
through the mid¬ 
dle third of the cam¬ 
paign and seeing where that 
takes us. 


“It is in our DNA to win trophies 
and leagues and we need to use 
that to our advantage. 

“You always work towards that. 
How long is it going to take? It 
could be a season, but remem¬ 
ber that there is a huge differ¬ 
ence between us and the group 
of teams working at a certain 
financial level. 


“But I always believe in football 
it is not always about finances. 
You just need the time to bridge 
that gap you have. 

“We are not financially fighting 
with the clubs who are spending 
to win the league or get into the 
Champions League but I believe 
with the characters we have at 
the club we can challenge that 
but it will take time to bridge the 
gap.” 

As the Toffees have not been - 
and will not be - able to com¬ 
pete on the same financial foot¬ 
ing as the top-flight’s big six, 
Martinez knows he must find 
other ways. 

He believes it can be achieved 
with a solid club structure, 
sound footballing philosophy 
and the development of youth. 

“It can be done but you need 
time, you need to be patient and 
brave as a club and give opportu¬ 
nities to youngsters,” he added.

THERE are a handful of Saints 
players who remain from the 
club’s darkest days of 2008/09. 

The likes of Kelvin Davis, Morgan 
Schneiderlin and Adam Lallana will 
no doubt still be able to recall the 
nightmare of Championship relega¬ 
tion and administration. 

They were joined by Rickie 
Lambert and Jose Fonte the follow¬ 
ing season, and those men are still 
playing a key role as Saints find 
themselves flying high in the 
Premier League. 

But what of those who have played 
for Saints in the last five years, who 
either never made it to the promised 
land with the club, or were jettisoned 
on reaching the top flight? 

What became of them? 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
where a host of ex-Saints are now 
plying their trade. 

Some will be remembered fondly 
for their contribution to Saints’ 
recovery from the depths of the third 
division. 

And some less so ... 


Michail Antonio: Made a big 
impression during a loan spell from 
Reading in 2009/10. 

Scored three league goals in 28 
League 1 outings - half of them from 
the bench - and a further four in cup 
ties. 

Highlights were an FA Cup strike 
against Ipswich and a goal in Saints’ 
JPT final victory over Carlisle. 

On being released by Reading, the 
winger joined Sheffield Wednesday. 

Is a regular at Hillsborough, 
recently making his 49th league 
appearance since a loan spell was 
made permanent in the summer of 
2012. 

He has scored ten goals in that 
time. 

Bartosz Bialkowski: Still only 26, 
the Polish goalkeeper was restricted 
to just 22 league appearances in six 
years at St Mary’s due to a combina¬ 
tion of injuries and Kelvin Davis’ 
great form. 

Released in the summer of 2012, 
Bialkowski joined Notts County and 
celebrated his 50th league start for 
the Magpies recently by keeping a 
clean sheet in a 4-0 home win over 
Crewe. 

Nicholas Bignall: Made three sub 
appearances for Saints in 2010/11 on 
loan from Reading. 

The 23-year-old striker has only 
made one league appearance for the 
Royals in five years, but has been 
loaned out to eight different clubs. 

Danny Butterfield: Released by 
Saints at the end of last season, the 
right back made his first start for 
Exeter City in their 3-1 League 2 
Devon derby win against Plymouth 
last month.

Butterfield started the current sea¬ 
son with Carlisle, but was released 
after just a handful of appearances. 

The 33-year-old was a regular 
under Nigel Adkins when Saints won 
promotion from League 1 in 2010/11, 
making 34 league appearances. 

But he only played ten 
Championship games the following 
season as Frazer Richardson 
emerged as Adkins’ first choice right 
back. 

Was loaned out to Bolton in the sec¬ 
ond half of last season prior to being 
released. 

Richard Chaplow: The combative 
Saints midfielder played a big role in 
the club’s back to back promotions - 
making 33 appearances in 2010/11 
and another 25 the following term. 

But he found his chances hard to 
come by in the Premier League and 


was sent on loan to Millwall in the 
second half of last season. 

After having his St Mary’s contract 
cancelled by mutual consent, 
Chaplow returned to The New Den to 
sign for the Lions permanently in the 
summer. 

Has so far made six starts and three 
sub appearances in the league, but 
has not appeared since early last 
month. 

David Connolly: Now 36, the for¬ 
mer Republic of Ireland internation¬ 
al scored some crucial goals for 
Saints after Alan Pardew brought 
him to St Mary’s in September 2009. 

Connolly scored on his debut as a 
sub in a win at Oldham the follow¬ 
ing month, and also netted on his 
home debut a week later against 
MK Dons. 

Released at the end of 2011/12, 


Connolly initially was without a club 
for half a season prior to turning up 
at Portsmouth in January 2013. 

Scored seven goals last season but 
was unable to save Pompey from 
their third relegation in four sea¬ 
sons. 

Scored four goals in three League 2 
games earlier this term before he 
was sent off for violent conduct in a 
home loss to Chesterfield and 
banned for three games. 

Has been out for the last few weeks 
with injury. 

Steve De Ridder: The Belgian 
winger made just five league starts 
in two seasons at St Mary’s, though 
appeared off the bench 31 times. 

After having his contract cancelled 
by mutual consent in July, De Ridder 
signed for Dutch top flight club FC 
Utrecht.

Scored four times in his first seven 
starts for the club - netting both 
goals in wins against Alkmaar (2-1) 
and Waalwijk (2-0). 

Ryan Dickson: Like his three fel¬ 
low defenders named above, it was 
no surprise when Saints released 
Dickson at the end of last season. 

The left back appeared in 23 games 
during Saints’ 2010/11 promotion¬ 
winning term, but never made 
another league outing after that. 

Loaned out to Yeovil, Leyton 
Orient and Bradford City during his 
last two years out of favour at St 
Mary’s, Dickson signed for League 1 
club Colchester in the summer after 
a trial spell with his first club 
Plymouth came to nothing. 

Dickson started off the current sea¬ 
son in the first team but was then 
sidelined by a mystery illness. 


Ryan Doble: Former Welsh youth 
international striker was released by 
Saints in 2012 after making just one 
cup appearance for the club. 

Joined Shrewsbury but was 
released again at the end of 2012/13. 

Went on trial at home-town club 
Newport County but turned down 
the Exiles’ offers of a short-term con¬ 
tract in August. 

Iago Falque: The 22-year-old mid¬ 
fielder was signed on loan from 
Tottenham in January 2012. 

Only made one league appearance 
for Saints, though, in a highly forget¬ 
table period at St Mary’s. 

After being loaned out to Spanish 
Leaguers Almeria last season, 
Falque is currently on loan at Rayo 
Vallecano. 

Tommy Forecast: Famously made 


no senior appearances at all for 
Saints in five miserable years at St 
Mary’s. 

Sent on loan for the whole of last 
season to Gillingham, Forecast only 
made one league appearance - and 
that was due to Gills’ No 1 being sus¬ 
pended! 

Unsurprisingly released when his 
ridiculously long Saints contract 
ended, the one-time Tottenham 
trainee signed for Chelmsford City. 

But he has found life hard even in 
the Conference South, and was 
dropped after just a few games of the 
current season. 

Simon Gillett: Is currently out of 
favour at Nottingham Forest, having 
played just League Cup ties this sea¬ 
son. 

The midfielder joined Forest in the 
summer of 2012, having been signed 


by Sean O’Driscoll for the third time 
in his career. 

O’Driscoll has previously signed 
Gillett during his time as Cherries 
boss (on loan) and also for 
Doncaster (after Gillett had been 
released by Saints in the summer of 
2010 ). 

Romain Gasmi: French born of 
Romanian descent, Gasmi made four 
forgettable sub appearances in the 
2008/09 Championship season. 

Is currently playing in Division 1 of 
the Thai League for Bangkok United. 

Oscar Gobern: The 22-year-old 
midfielder joined Huddersfield in the 
summer of 2011 after making 21 
league appearances for Saints. 

Has played in most of the Terriers’ 
Championship games this season. 

Dean Hammond: Played a key 
role in Saints’ JPT success and 
back to back promotions after 
arriving at St Mary’s in a £400,000 
switch from Colchester in August 
2009. 

The central midfielder, 30, was a 
virtual ever present in those three 
seasons, but then found himself sur¬ 
plus to requirements upon arriving 
in the top flight. 

Loaned out to former club Brighton 
for most of last season, Hammond 
was in the Albion side beaten in the 
Championship play-off semi-final 
last term. 

Joined Leicester permanently on a 
two-year contract in August, linking 
up with ex-Saints boss Nigel 
Pearson. 

Has so far made seven league and 
cup appearances for the Foxes, six as 
a sub. 

Leicester have won all seven games 
- six of them by 2-1! 

Dan Harding: One of Alan 
Pardew’s first signings for Saints in 
the summer of 2009, Harding - now 
29 - emerged as the club’s regular 
left back when they won the JPT in 
2009/10 and promotion the following 
season. 

Also made 20 appearances in 
2011/12 when Saints won promotion 
to the Premier League. 

The signing of Danny Fox - plus the 
emergence of Luke Shaw - meant 
Harding’s top flight chances would 
be slim in the extreme and he was 
sold to Nottingham Forest for 
£350,000 in August 2012. 

Starting out as a regular at The 
City Ground, the return of Billy 
Davies as manager earlier this year 
saw him slip out of favour. He has 
made just four Championship 
appearances so far this season - all 
as a sub. 

Lee Holmes: Injuries restricted 
the luckless winger to just 29 league 
appearances during his four years at 
Saints, prior to his release at the end 
of 2011/12. 

Upon leaving Saints, Holmes - still 
only 26 - signed for League 1 Preston, 
where he has been a regular so far 
this season.

Taylor is 
hoping for 
hostility 


ANDREW Taylor has urged 
Cardiff’s fans to be their 12th 
man in a south Wales derby he 
considers to be on a par with 
Glasgow’s Old Firm meetings. 
Left-back Taylor was preparing 
for his first experience of a 
Cardiff v Swansea clash ahead of 
arguably the biggest derby in the 
rivalry’s 101-year history on 
Sunday. 

The 27-year-old has previously 
played in the Tees-Wear derby 
for Middlesbrough against 
Sunderland, but admits he has 
found there to be an extra edge 
to the build-up to this weekend’s 
contest. 


Swansea will start as favourites, 
but Taylor, pictured below, has 
called on the Cardiff faithful to 
create a hostile atmosphere, 
without allowing emotions to run 
too high, and help the Bluebirds 
to a win to match their memo¬ 
rable success against 
Manchester City. 



“I’ve not experienced a rivalry of 
this sort before,” he said. 
“There’s a lot of hostility, but I 
hope that passion does not spill 
over. We hope to use the atmos¬ 
phere to our advantage and do 
something similar to 
what we did to 
Manchester City. 

“My message to 
the fans is be 
passionate, be 
vocal and get 
behind the team 
- but don’t over¬ 
step the mark. We 
want a good, enter¬ 
taining game for the fans 
and hopefully we win. 

“Swansea are a very good foot¬ 
balling team and they like to play 
the ball on the ground a lot. 

“But it is important for us to get 
three points and we want to give 
our fans something to cheer 
about. Hopefully we can have the 
edge.” 

Sunday’s fixture will be watched 
by a sell-out crowd and a huge 
global television audience as the 
teams meet in the top flight of 
English football for the first time. 
While the fixture has not always 
enjoyed a prominent status out¬ 
side of south Wales, Taylor has 
little hesitation in declaring it the 
equal of the Celtic v Rangers 
rivalry in which his manager 
Malky Mackay previously fea¬ 
tured. 


“There has been a lot more 
media spotlight on this game. The 
fans keep stopping me in the 
street and telling me what the 
game means to them,” he said. 
“This is bigger than three points 
and there is a lot of pride at stake 
for both teams. It’s a massive 
game for both sets of supporters. 
“I’ve played in Middlesbrough 
and Sunderland derbies, but it is 
nothing compared to this. It’s on 
a par with Celtic and Rangers for 
me.”

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Sunderland 
pair see red 
in Hull defeat 

HULL tuned up for next weekend’s trip to St 
Mary’s with a 1 -0 home victory over 
Sunderland. 

After a cagey start Hull created the first real 
chance in the 17th minute, Tom Huddlestone’s 
free-kick finding Curtis Davies whose flicked 
header narrowly evaded both Jake Livermore 
and Paul McShane. 

In the 25th minute the hosts were in front 
thanks to Carlos Cuellar’s own-goal. John 
O’Shea was partly responsible, needlessly 
heading out of play to give Hull a throw-in 
deep in Sunderland territory. Liam Rosenior 
took it and when the ball made its way back 
to him sent in a fizzing near-post cross for 
Sagbo. He flung a leg at it but it was his 
marker, Cuellar, who unwittingly headed past 
Keiren Westwood from a tight angle. 

Westwood’s afternoon was cut short by 
injury when McShane clattered him, uninten¬ 
tionally, while looking to get on the end of 
another Davies header. 

The Republic of Ireland keeper attempted to 
play on but was visibly groggy and was forced 
to make way for Vito Mannone, a former Hull 
loanee. 

Buoyed by the goal Hull kept possession for 
the best part of five minutes, with the home 
fans greeting every touch with a traditional 
‘Ole’. 

Whether or not that contributed to the Black 
Cats’ frustration is hard to know, but they 
soon betrayed a recklessness that left them 
two men down at the break. 

Lee Cattermole was the first to go, lunging 
in with studs up on Elmohamady after he had 
exchanged passes with the busy Meyler. 

With five minutes added time for the 
Westwood injury, Sunderland would have been 
hoping for no further drama before the break. 

But Andrea Dossena ensured that would not 
be the case when he stamped on Meyler over 
the top of the ball. 

Andre Marriner produced his red card again 
and the visitors went in reeling. 

Gus Poyet made two changes at the break, 
Johnson and Wes Brown replacing Jozy 
Altidore and Fabio Borini. 

Regardless, Hull dominated possession as 
expected. 

A couple of hopeful efforts sailed over before 
Livermore played in George Boyd, who bun¬ 
dled past Cuellar before shooting just wide 
across goal. 

With Steven Fletcher frequently the only red 
and white shirt in the Hull half, Sunderland 
managed to reach the hour-mark without con¬ 
ceding a second. 

Livermore went closer than most with a 
deflected effort that Mannone reacted well to 
save but O’Shea and Cuellar were largely 
doing well against the odds. 

Sunderland gave Hull a couple of reminders 
that their lead was still a slender one - 
Johnson shooting wide of the upright after a 
sloppy clearance from Maynor Figueroa and 
Seb Larsson putting a dangerous free-kick 
into the side netting. 

Bruce made a pair of attacking changes as 
looked to seal the points, Robert Koren and 
Nick Proschwitz replacing Meyler and 
Rosenior, with Elmohamady slotting in at 
right-back. 

But Sunderland should have drawn level 
with 12 minutes left when Johnson got on the 
end of a long ball and was denied by Harper 
from a glorious one-on-one position. 

It was a crucial intervention by the former 
Newcastle man. 

Within seconds the ball was at the other end 
of the pitch, Livermore rattling the post from 
20 yards and that was the closest either side 
came to adding to the score.

Sam Hoskins: The 20-year-old 
striker is still waiting for his first 
Yeovil goal this season after six sub 
appearances for the Championship 
strugglers. 

Only made four sub appearances 
in cup ties for Saints prior to being 
another released at the end of 
2012/13. 

Radhi Jaidi: The former 
Tunisian international defender 
was released by Saints at the end of 
the 2011/12 season. 

Made 34 appearances in helping 
Saints to League 1 promotion 12 
months earlier, having been 
brought to St Mary’s by Alan 
Pardew in September 2009. 

Currently has an international 
development role at St Mary’s. 

Lloyd James: A regular in Saints’ 
first season in League 1 in 2009/10, 
the Welsh youth international was 
surprisingly released by the club at 
the end of that season. 

Subsequently joined Colchester 
before moving on to Crawley (loan) 
and Leyton Orient. 

James has been an ever present in 
Orient’s superb start to the current 
League 1 season. 

Ollie Lancashire: The 24-year- 
old centre half made an unhappy 
return to Hampshire recently as 
Rochdale were caned 3-0 at Fratton 
Park. 

Lancashire, who was infamously 
sent off at QPR on his Saints debut 
in September 2008, joined Dale in 
the summer after his contract was 
cancelled at Aldershot Town. 

Has so far been an unlucky omen 
for his clubs - was relegated with 
Saints in 2008/09, relegated while 
on loan to Grimsby in 2009/10 and 
relegated again in 2012/13 with 
Aldershot. 

Zoltan Liptak: Brought in by 
Mark Wotte on loan from Ujpest, 
the midfielder made seven appear¬ 
ances for Saints in the 2008/09 
Championship season. 

Later had a spell with Southend 
before helping Videoton win the 
Hungarian title in 2011. 

Played for his country in Euro 
2012 qualifiers before going on trial 
at Swansea City. Is currently play¬ 
ing in Hungary for Gyori. 

David McGoldrick: The striker 
was Saints’ top scorer with 14 
league and cup goals in the club’s 
disastrous 2008/09 Championship 
season. 

With the club facing an uncertain 
future, McGoldrick returned to his 
home city of Nottingham to sign for 
Forest in the summer of 2009 for 
around £lm. 

Never really hit any heights at 
The City Ground, before scoring 17 
goals in an impressive loan spell 
with League 1 club Coventry in the 
first half of last season. 

Moved to Ipswich on loan last 
January, a move which became per¬ 


manent in the summer. 

Still only 25, McGoldrick has 
scored six Championship goals this 
season and was voted the division’s 
Player of the Month for September. 

Kayne McLaggon: Scored for 
Saints in Mark Wotte’s first game in 
charge at Norwich in January 2009. 

After spells with Salisbury and 
Bristol Rovers, McLaggon is now at 
Weston-super-Mare in the Skrill 
Conference South. 

Callum McNish: The midfielder 
made his Saints debut in League 1 
in 2009/10 before being released the 
followng year. 

Like Jake Thomson, he spent an 


unsuccessful year at Exeter City 
and is now playing at Oxford City, 
who defeated Eastleigh in the FA 
Cup last month. 

Jacob Mellis: The midfielder, 
now 22, played 11 games for Saints 
in the first half of the 2009/10 season 
on loan from Chelsea. 

Is now a regular for 
Championship strugglers Barnsley. 

Joseph Mills: The defender was 
in the Saints starting XI that lifted 
the JPT Trophy in March 2010 by 
beating Carlisle at Wembley. 

Having left to join Reading the fol¬ 
lowing year, Mills moved again to 
Burnley when he was released by 


Nigel Adkins at the end of last sea¬ 
son. 

Adkins, ironically, had once 
signed him on loan from Saints 
during his time as Scunthorpe 
boss. 

Mills was instantly sent on loan to 
Oldham, where he has been a regu¬ 
lar this season. 

Dany N’Guessan: The 26-year- 
old winger was brought in on loan 
from Leicester by Nigel Adkins in 
January 20011. 

Adkins had previously worked 
with the player at Scunthorpe. 

N’Guesan, who made just six 
Saints outings in League 1, is cur¬ 
rently at Swindon Town.

Released in the summer of 2010, 
Otsemobor had two years at 
Sheffield Wednesday before joining 
MK Dons. Now 30, he remains a reg¬ 
ular at the third tier club. 

Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain: 

Unlike some of the others men¬ 
tioned in this feature, most fans will 


know where he is now. 

Having made his debut aged 16 
in March 2010 in a 5-0 win against 
Huddersfield as a late sub, 
the teenager signed for Arsenal in 
a £12m deal in the summer of 
2011. 

Has so far made 18 Premier 
League starts for the Gunners, plus 
24 as a sub. 

The Portsmouth-born son of for¬ 
mer England winger Mark has also 
won 12 international caps, scoring 
three goals - including one in a 2-2 
draw in Brazil last summer. 

Matt Paterson: The 24-year-old 
striker is best remembered for 
being sent off against Manchester 


United in an FA Cup tie in January 
2009. 

Joined Southend the following 
year, as part of the deal that 
brought Lee Barnard to St Mary’s. 

After scoring seven League 2 goals 
for Burton last season, Paterson 
was released. 

He returned to Hampshire to sign 
for Conference newcomers 
Aldershot, where he has scored 
once in 14 league games so far. 

Tomas Pekhart: Scored once in 
nine Championship appearances 
for Saints in 2008/09 while on loan 
from Tottenham. Now playing for 
Nuremberg in the German 
Bundesliga, the 24-year-old scored 


for the Czech Republic in a recent 
World Cup qualifying win in 
Malta. 

Chris Perry: The defender made 
his last Saints appearance as a late 
sub in the JPT final win over 
Carlisle at Wembley in March 2010. 

Now 40, the Londonder is youth 
team coach at League 2 club 
Dagenham & Redbridge. 

Ben Reeves: The 21-year-old 
striker scored just once in 13 league 
and cup outings for Saints - in a 4-1 
League Cup win at Stevenage in 
August 2012 - before being released 
last summer. 

Showed he has a liking for that 
competition by netting within 13 
minutes of his MK Dons debut this 
season, but has not scored since. 

Frazer Richardson: The 30-year- 
old right back has only missed one 
Championship game for 
Middlesbrough this season after 
being released by Saints at the end 
of last season. 

A regular in the club’s 
Championship promotion season of 
2011/12, Richardson lost his place to 
Nathaniel Clyne at the start of 
2012/13 and was restricted to just a 
handful of Premier League games. 

Jordan Robertson: The on-loan 
Sheffield United striker made an 
instant impact by scoring a stun¬ 
ning goal on his Saints debut 
against Norwich at St Mary’s in 
September 2008. 

That was to prove his only Saints 
goal, though. 

Was arrested on On Christmas 
Day 2008 on suspicion of dangerous 
driving and the following October 
was sentenced to 32 months in 
prison for causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

After being released from prison, 
he spent a year at Scunthorpe 
United and is now playing in the 
Romanian top flight for Gaz Metan 
Medias. 

Jan-Paul Saeijs: The Dutch 
defender brought in by Mark Wotte 
is best remembered for scoring a 
stunning free-kick at Watford in 
April 2009. 

The man who played 20 games for 
Saints in 2008/09 scored both goals 
in a 2-2 draw that night. 

A year later he signed for Dutch 
League top flight newcomers De 
Graafschap and announced his 
retirement from professional foot¬ 
ball when his contract there 
expired in May 2012. 

Marek Saganowski: The Polish 
striker made a great impact at St 
Mary’s in the second half of 
2006/07 after George Burley 
signed him on loan from French 
club Troyes. 

Failed to make such an impact on 
signing permanently for Saints in 
the summer of 2007. 

Aged 34, he is still playing for 
Legia Warsaw in his native Poland.

England come 
on strong to 
KO Australia 

England 20 Australia 13 

ENGLAND launched a year described by head 
coach Stuart Lancaster as “defining” with a 
spirited 20-13 victory over Australia in their 
opening QBE International at Twickenham. 

Tries from Chris Robshaw - his first in 18 
Test appearances - and Owen Farrell overcame 
a 13-6 interval deficit to dominate the second 
half of an ugly match. 

England’s 2003 World Cup-winning squad 
performed a lap of honour at half-time and 
while the current squad lack the class of a 
decade a ago, Lancaster will have been 
impressed that his team found a way to win. 

He had stressed all week the need to hit the 
ground running after being ambushed 20-14 by 
the Wallabies last autumn and they appeared to 
have made the start he demanded when some 
muscular defending forced a penalty that Farrell 
nudged over. 

A loose chip from Joel Tomkins wasted a 
promising spell and although Farrell levelled the 
score after Billy Vunipola has strayed offside, 
England were in control. 

The scrum was proving a happy hunting 
ground, winning a free kick and penalty, but 
their ascendancy was not mirrored on the 
scoreboard as Farrell missed two successive 
penalties. 

Ben Alexander was Australia’s weak link in 
July’s decisive final Test against the British and 
Irish Lions and the tighthead prop was enduring 
another reputation-damaging afternoon in the 
set piece. 

He popped up twice and then it was loose- 
head James Slipper’s turn to be penalised after 
dropping his knee to the floor. 

Farrell missed a third shot at goal from long 
range, but in the 28th minute England finally 
made some headway. 

For the first time they ran with intent, Billy 
Vunipola piercing the first line of defence and 
Mike Brown taking the ball to the line. 

Australia were struggling and amid a warning 
from referee George Clancy that a yellow card 
would soon be produced, they infringed again 
and this time Farrell was on target. 

The Wallabies’ response was brilliant, howev¬ 
er, as Folau eased past a missed tackle by 
Chris Ashton and glided into space with rein¬ 
forcements arriving quickly at the ensuing 
breakdown. 

Will Genia tried to dummy his way over twice 
but kept the ball alive and then fed Toomua 
who, from a standing start five yards out, flat¬ 
tened Billy Twelvetrees and rode a tackle from 
Chris Robshaw to crash over. 

The lead was extended to seven points when 
Cooper landed the conversion and a penalty and 
Australia spent half-time grouped together on 
the pitch. 

England began the third quarter with a suc¬ 
cession of errors - a simple backs move break¬ 
ing down, Tomkins feebly slipping off a tackle 
on Tevita Kuridrani and Marland Yarde 
penalised for a late block on Adam Ashley- 
Cooper. 

The last offence gave Cooper a chance but he 
missed the kick, and this time it was England 
who responded with intent as Yarde was pre¬ 
vented from crossing by a double try-saving 
tackle from Ashley-Cooper and Kuridrani. 

Play stopped as Scott Fardy was carried off 
on a stretcher with a neck brace fitted following 
a heavy collision and when it restarted England 
crossed. 

Genia’s clearance was charged down by 
Mako Vunipola into the path of Robshaw who 
picked up the ball and fell over the line with 
Farrell converting. 

The Saracens fly-half then converted his own 
try after he had slipped between two Wallabies 
forwards, although there was a hint of obstruc¬ 
tion from Dylan Hartley on Stephen Moore. 

The arrival of scrum-half Ben Youngs from 
the bench had provided an injection of pace and 
with Cooper missing two penalties, the momen¬ 
tum was with England once again. 

Showing character and nous, England closed 
out the match to retain third place in the world 
rankings.

Danny Seaborne: Centre half 
Seaborne contributed to Saints’ pro- 
motion-winning League 1 season in 
2010/11, making 24 appearances. 

But a serious head injury suffered 
outside a Southampton nightclub in 
August 2012 signalled the beginning 
of the end of his Saints career. 

The north Devonian ended last sea¬ 
son on loan at Cherries, and 
returned to his native West Country 
in the summer after being released 
by Saints to sign for Yeovil. 

Seaborne, has been an ever present 
for the Glovers’ in their debut 
Championship season so far. 

Rudi Skacel: Now 34, the Czech 
Republic midfielder was seen as a 
key piece of George Burley’s promo¬ 
tion-winning jigsaw when he signed 
from Hearts in the summer of 2006. 

Skacel departed three years later, 
having scored just five goals for 
Saints in 83 appearances. 

Had spells back at Hearts and with 
Dundee United before joining Slavia 
Prague midway through last season. 
Was released in the summer and is 
currently without a club. 

Ryan Smith: Winger who made 14 
appearances for Saints in 2008/09 
before being released at the end of 
the season. 

After playing for Crystal Palace, he 
had a spell in America with Kansas 
City before signing for Greek club 
Skoda Xanthi last December. Still 
only 26, he was released last sum¬ 
mer. 

Dale Stephens: The midfielder 
played six games on loan to Saints 
towards the end of their 2010/11 
League 1 promotion season. 

He was on loan at Oldham at the 
time and, after returning to his par¬ 
ent club, joined Charlton in the sum¬ 
mer of 2011. He remains a first choice 
at The Valley. 

Andrew Surman: Currently on a 
season-long loan to Bournemouth 
from Norwich City. 

The home-grown midfielder made 
his Saints debut in January 2006, 
leaving to join Wolves for about £lm 
in the summer of 2009 when Saints 
were in administration. 

Moved onto Norwich in the sum¬ 
mer of 2010 after making just seven 
Premier League appearances for 
Wolves. 

Now 27, he has made 51 league 
appearances for the Canaries, scor¬ 
ing seven goals. 

Wayne Thomas: Now 34, the cen¬ 
tre half scored the winner against 
Salisbury on his Tamworth debut in 
a Conference Premier game back in 
August. 

Was sidelined due to injury for the 
entire 2008/09 season, where Saints 
missed his experienced. 

Played 15 League 1 games in 
2009/10 as well as scoring a great 
goal in Saints’ FA Cup win over 
higher division Ipswich in January 
2010. 

Jake Thomson: Once viewed as a 
promising Saints starlet, Thomson is 


currently at Salisbury City. 

He has made several sub appear¬ 
ances in the Conference Premier this 
season and will be hoping to put 
roots down there after several years 
of travelling around the non-league 
scene. 

Released by Saints in the summer 
of 2010, Thomson spent a season at 
Exeter City before being released 
again. 

Neal Trotman: The giant centre 
half made 18 appearances for Alan 
Pardew’s Saints in 2009/10 on loan 
from Preston North End. 

After being released by 
Chesterfield at the end of last season, 
he signed for Plymouth and has 
played most of the Pilgrims’ games 
this term. 

Scored the club’s last minute win¬ 
ner at Mansfield Town last weekend. 


Bradley Wright-Phillips: Scored 
22 goals in 111 appearances for 
Saints in three seasons after signing 
from Manchester City in the sum¬ 
mer of 2006. 

Released at the end of 2008/09, 
Wright-Phillips joined Plymouth 
Argyle and from there moved on 
Charlton Athletic, where he scored 
over 20 goals in helping them win 
promotion from League 1 in 
2011/12. 

Released by the Addicks at the end 
of last season, Wright-Phillips is now 
playing for New York Red Bulls. 

Papa Waigo: Added a touch of 
cosmopolitan glamour when he 
signed for Saints on loan from 
Fiorentina shortly into the 2009/10 
campaign. 

Waigo scored five times in 35 
league and cup outings under Alan 


Pardew, with his header in the JPT 
final against Carlisle the undoubted 
highlight. 

On returning to Fiorentina, Waigo 
was loaned out again to Grossetto 
and Ascoli before joining United 
Arab Emirates club A1 Wahda in 
2011. 

The former Senegalese internation¬ 
al is currently playing for Effitaq in 
the Saudi Arabian League. 

Jamie White: Still only 23, White 
is currently playing for Salisbury 
City in the Conference Premier. 

Made his debut for Saints in the ill- 
fated 2008/09 season before being 
released. 

After a spell in Australia, White 
returned to Hampshire and belted 
more than 50 Wessex League goals 
for champions Winchester in 
2011/12. 


Signing for Salisbury in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012, White netted 26 times as 
the Wiltshire club won promotion 
from the Blue Square South last sea¬ 
son via the play-offs. 

Has not appeared much this season 
due to a hernia problem. 

Paul Wotton: Now 36, Wotton was 
a regular in Alan Pardew’s Saints 
side of 2009/10 after signing for the 
club in the summer of 2008. 

Left to join Yeovil in January 2011, 
Wotton later returned to the club 
where he had spent most of his 
career, Plymouth Argyle. 

After recovering from broken ribs 
suffered in August, he was in the 
Argyle starting XI for last month’s 
Devon derby loss at Exeter where 
another ex-Saints midfielder, 35- 
year-old Matt Oakley, came on as a 
sub for the Grecians. 
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ANY potential new manager 
of Crystal Palace has to face 
up to an interesting dilemma. 

Even after this weekend, we are 
only ten games into the Premier 
League season. 

You would normally say it’s 
early days still, all to play for and 
such like. 

However, such is the lack of 
belief surrounding the club at the 
moment you could be forgiven 
for thinking they were already 
relegated, rather than just a 
quarter of the way through the 
season. 

The departure of Ian Holloway 
was an unusual affair, conducted 
as it was in public. 

But the information that came 
out of his farewell press confer¬ 
ence would have been disturbing 
for any would-be incumbent of 
the role. 

Most managers don’t expect to 
take charge of teams when things 
are going well - that’s just not 
how this game works. You are 
normally thrust into a job when 
things are going badly. 


Sadly for Palace they are going 
very badly indeed. 

To hear Holloway’s words 
about some of the new signings in 
his squad would set alarm bells 
ringing immediately, especially 
as we are still some way from the 
January transfer window. 

If they don’t get going by then it 
might be all but over anyway, 
certainly they might just have 
left themselves too much to do. 

Should the dressing room be 
slightly rotten, it’s going 
to take more than a bit 
of careful management 
to reverse the prob¬ 
lems. 

Tony Pulis has been #l 
heavily linked with m I 
the job and, from a 
Palace point of view, 
he seems the perfect 
candidate.

or otherwise, with a certain type 
of football, but he has plenty of 
experience, including at Premier 
League level, and knows how to 
organise teams.

They need a strong leader who 
will instil discipline, both on the 
pitch and off it. 

With Pulis being out of work 
since leaving Stoke it seems a 
perfect match from a Palace 
point of view. 

But this is where it gets

* actually want the job? 

There will always be some 
managers who will be grate- 
a, ful for any job, particularly 
J at that level. 

But if you believe

The talk 
behind the 



scenes in football is that it’s a 
high risk strategy. 

Many believe they have little 
chance of survival no matter who 
takes charge of them now, and so 
some high profile bosses won’t 
touch it because they fear what 
that means. 

Managers these days are also 
very aware of public perception 
and their own reputations, par¬ 
ticularly when it comes to getting 
future employment. 

Even though many people fear 
for Palace, there is still long 
enough in the season that you 
could get tarnished with the 
brush of having taken them 
down, not being able to repair the 
damage despite having almost 
three quarters of the season to 
work with. 

That will make plenty of man¬ 
agers wary, as it doesn’t exactly 
bode well for their reputations. 

Palace are in a hole right now, 
but they need to do whatever it 
takes to get in a manager who 
gives them the best possible 
chance of survival. 


Cardiff head 
for implosion 

AFTER 51 years waiting to get back 
in the Premier League you might 
have hoped that Cardiff would be 
doing everything they could to pro¬ 
vide a solid and stable platform to 
stay there and establish themselves 
at that level. 

Instead, it seems the owners are 
intent on making it as hard as possi¬ 
ble for manager Malky Mackay. 

There have been a series of odd 
goings-on over there with the latest 
being the replacement of one of 
Mackay’s backroom staff with a 
largely unknown person who doesn’t 
actually even have a work permit at 
the moment. 

How big a factor that is to Mackay 
nobody can know for sure. 

But the outside perception is of a 
club that should be celebrating and 
enjoying a breakthrough season 
instead undermining themselves. 

Club owners should not be afraid to 
make unpopular decisions if they 
believe it is correct, but at certain 
times you need to go very careful 
before tinkering. 

Beckham’s a 
real class act 

SAY what you like about David 
Beckham but he showed a lot of dig¬ 
nity in his response to Alex 
Ferguson’s criticisms of him. 

Ferguson did praise Beckham’s 
football talent, but was also pretty 
candid when talking about his chas¬ 
ing of fame. 

Certainly, some of 
the words he wrote 
in his autobiogra¬ 
phy and said in 
his supporting 
press confer¬ 
ences could fairly 
be described as 
stinging. 

Whether they ever really 
needed to be said or not was well 
enough covered by Adam Rant last 
week. 

But Beckham, pictured, had the 
chance to respond and refused to hit 
back in any way, and instead praised 
Ferguson and thanked him for every¬ 
thing he had done for him. 

It showed a lot of class and dignity, 
certainly more than his former man¬ 
ager has shown in recent weeks. 

Punishment 
fit the crime? 

THERE seems to be untold amounts 
of publicity related to racism in foot¬ 
ball at the moment, but you can’t 
help but feel the authorities are only 
paying lip service to it. 

The abuse suffered by Yaya Toure 
at CSKA Moscow sounded pretty 
disgusting. The punishment? A par¬ 
tial stadium closure for their next 
Champions League match. 

If the authorities are really serious 
about stamping out racism they need 
far tougher punishments than that. 

The starting point has to be a full 
stadium closure, and only another 
life or two before an outright ban 
from European competition. 

The sanctions have to fit the crime. 
Currently they do not.

A tight, edgy game had yet to 
burst to life when Sutton were 
forced into a 19th minute sub¬ 
stitution as Jamie Taylor went 
off injured to be replaced by ex- 
Spitfire Scannell.

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Malone: no falling out with manager 


BY HIS own admission Winchester 
City’s director of football Dave 
Malone can be difficult to work with 
at times. 

But though occasionally abrasive, 
he is also an open and up-front char¬ 
acter and he took exception to those 
who automatically assumed that last 
week’s departure of manager 
Graham Kemp was all his doing and 
part of a pre-planned scheme to get 
Neil Hards back in charge, writes 
WENDY GEE. 

“I’m not easy, I’d be the first to say 
that, and I do expect a lot from a man¬ 
ager,” said the former Eastleigh man. 

“But Graham left the club due to a 
combination of issues. 

“We both agreed that the commit¬ 
ment required to run our club was 
probably more than Graham could 
offer, particularly bearing in mind 
that he has a young family and a 
round trip of around 100 miles every 
time he came to the ground. 

“There are other personal and pri¬ 
vate issues that affect things and we 
agreed on a friendly basis that it was 
in the best interests of both Graham 
and the club that we part company.” 

Far from pushing Kemp out of the 
door, Malone would love 
the former Christchurch 
boss to have stayed. 

But he knew deep down 
that Kemp was lacking his 
usual spark. 

“It’s the biggest disap¬ 
pointment I’ve ever had 
with a manager. Kempy’s a 
really decent guy,” said 
Malone. 

“I’d never worked with 
Kempy before, but I’d 
known him for about 15 
years. We’d often spoken about work¬ 
ing together but, until this season, it 
had never been applicable to do so. 

“Contrary to what anyone might 
say, we never had disagreements or 
rows, we just exchanged views about 
the practicalities of running the club. 

“It’s not been easy at Winchester. In 
many ways I’ve found the pressure 
here harder than it was at Eastleigh 
because every single game you’re 
expected to win and if you drop points 
it’s like the end of the world.

“But I’ve no bad comments to make 
about Kempy. He’s honest and there 
was no edge to our discussions, no 
hidden agenda. 

“He wasn’t happy, I could tell that, 
and he didn’t have the spark he had 
before. 


“But Graham was more than happy 
to be in charge of our game at 
Verwood last Saturday and that is a 
true measure of the man and a 
demonstration of his ethics - some¬ 
thing often missing in football.” 

Although Kemp himself was disap¬ 
pointed in some of City’s results and 
performances, that didn’t enter the 
equation for Malone. 

“Did results come into it? Quite the 
opposite,” he said. “The expectation is 
greater than the reality at 


Winchester. 

“We started pre-season on June 1, 
about a month before anyone else, 
and we started with zero - worse than 
zero, in fact - with no players and a lot 
of debt kicking around. We got a lot of 
players in and were trying to recruit 
some and get rid of others. I’ve never 
known anything like it. 

“But we’re towards the top of the 
Wessex League, we got through two 
rounds of the FA Cup and, realistical¬ 
ly, we can’t expect more than we’ve 
got. 

“Leaving by ‘mutual consent’ is a 
rubbish expression, but in this case 
it’s absolutely true. 

“I was personally responsible for 
bringing Graham to Winchester and I 
am bitterly disappointed it has not 
worked out as we both hoped it might. 
It’s a crying shame. 

“Kempy remains a friend of mine 
and the club’s and we will always be 
grateful to him for the significant part 
he has played in ensuring the survival 
of this great club.” 

Inevitably questions will be asked 
about the future of those players 
Kemp brought to Winchester from his 
old club Christchurch - Danny 
Thompson, Karl Yelland, 
Ben Osborne, Russell 
Cook, Stewart Kearn and 
Tom Price. 

“The players Kempy 
brought with him are all 
decent, honest Wessex 
footballers and the remit 
is that we expect them to 
stay,” said Malone. “If 
they take the view that 
their mentor has gone and 
they must follow, that’s 
their prerogative, but I 
genuinely don’t want anyone to walk 
out of the door.” 

The bulk of those ex-Priory players 
featured in the Sydenhams Cup game 
against Sholing on Tuesday - Hards’ 
first game in charge. 

Kemp, who has no immediate plans 
to find a new club, said: “I told the 
lads to go and see what the new man¬ 
ager had to say. I feel like I’ve ruined 
their season for them and, whatever 
they do now, they’ve got to do for 
themselves and not for me.”

Arnold backs Kemp to bounce back 


VERWOOD Town boss Adie Arnold 
admitted the best result of his mana¬ 
gerial career had been tempered by 
the departure of his opposite number 
Graham Kemp. 

Jack Lovell’s first-half strike 
secured the Potters a memorable 1 -0 
victory over title hopefuls 
Winchester City at Potterne 
Park. 

It was Kemp’s 15th and final 
Sydenhams Premier game at 
the Winchester helm having 
reached a mutual agreement 
with director of football Dave 
Malone last Thursday that he 
would be standing down. 

Arnold, pictured right, who has 
always enjoyed a good relationship 
with former Christchurch boss Kemp, 
said afterwards: “I don’t know too 
many details but, looking at it from 
the outside, it has been a very diffi¬ 
cult job for Graham. 


“If you are the manager, you have 
got to be allowed to manage and I 
don’t think he has been. 

“He is a quality manager and will 
bounce back. I have a lot of respect 
for him.” 

Verwood’s third win of the league 
campaign was sealed when Lovell 
- son of Kemp’s good buddy, 
Jason - outstripped his mark¬ 
er before finishing with 
aplomb past City ’keeper 
Stewart Kearn, who later 
saved a John Webb penalty 
awarded against Matt Scott. 
“It was a tremendous win,” 
said Arnold. 

“There are clubs with money 
and clubs with no money and what 
we had in our dressing room showed 
money doesn’t always win the day. 

“Winchester are a top quality side 
and, if we had studied their team 
sheet, it would probably have fright¬ 


ened us to death. But we had team 
spirit and togetherness and the lads 
worked their socks off. 

“A report on their (Winchester’s) 
website said they had three of four 
clear-cut chances. 

“With the money they’re spending, 
if they can’t create three or four 
clear-cut chances against Verwood, 
then they have got problems. 

“Our game plan was to try to stifle 
them, to be very solid and to try and 
hit them on the counter. 

“It worked perfectly and the 
strengths in our team really shone 
through. 

“I have never lost faith in the 
players and, hopefully, they will 
start to believe how good they are 
now.” 

Verwood, though, came crashing 
back to earth on Wednesday, beaten 
1-0 at home in the league by 
Brockenhurst. 





THE recent return of Ashley Vickers to 
Dorchester Town raised a few eyebrows 
at The Avenue Stadium. 

Even Magpies skipper Mark Jermyn 
admits to having felt “sceptical” when 
Dorchester’s former player-manager - 
who guided Blackfield & Langley to the 
Sydenhams Premier title last season - 
answered an SOS call from boss Phil 
Simkin last month. 

With Vickers, pictured below, aged 41 
and not having played a competitive 
match for some time, Jermyn had his 
doubts he would be up to the task of 
helping Dorch survive in the Skrill 
Conference South. 

But, after playing alongside the ex- 
Magpies’ chief in the last few weeks, 
Jermyn has seen at first hand just how 
valuable someone like Vickers can be to 
the team’s cause. 

“There were a lot of questions asked 
about Ash when he came back to the 
club,” said Jermyn. “And I don’t mind 
admitting I was quite sceptical because 
of his age. 

“But what I would say now is that age 
really doesn’t matter if 
you’ve got the desire 
and will to win and 
you can keep your¬ 
self in shape. 

“Ash is testament 
I to that and, since he 
has come on board, 
he has been one of 
our better players. 

“I’ve known him for 
years and know exactly what 
type of character he is, and he was defi¬ 
nitely one of those characters we needed 
at the time he came back. 

“His attitude was never in doubt for me, 
it was just his age, but he must spend 
about 23 hours of the day in the gym and 
has still got hunger for the game. 

“You can’t buy experience like his and 
when he is playing with someone like 
Calvin Brooks, who is still extremely 
young, it can only be good.” 

Jermyn has also been pleased with 
another ex-Blackfield player - AFC 
Bournemouth loanee Brandon Goodship 
- since he returned to the Magpies for a 
second loan spell. 

“Being in full-time football at 
Bournemouth, Brandon is going to be 
sharp, but one thing I would say about 
him is that he has come back with a bet¬ 
ter work ethic,” he said. 

“I think he found last time that our 
league is not as easy as some think it is 
and he has adapted his game second 
time around.” 

For all Vickers’ enthusiastic input, 
Dorchester were poor at the back last 
Saturday and were punished with a 4-0 
home defeat by Basingstoke Town. 

With Gosport Borough beating 
Chelmford City, it plonked the Magpies 
back to the foot of the Conference South. 

Dorch boss Phil Simkin said: “Over the 
90 minutes I thought we competed well, 
but we made individual errors and no 
amount of planning can cater for that.”

CM EXPLOSION WAS CATALYST FOR 


Jamie Collins is another 
Eastleigh player with a fas¬ 
cinating background. Here 
he recalls the accident that 
nearly ended his football 
dream and his FA Cup 
fairytale with Havant & 
Waterlooville before telling 
PAUL MCNAMARA why 
the current Eastleigh side 
can go all the way to the 
Football League. 


IT SHOULD be of little surprise 
that Jamie Collins’ strong bond 
with Havant & Waterlooville 
didn’t warrant any considera¬ 
tion when he opted to sign for 
local rivals Eastleigh at the 
close of last season. 

After all, the midfielder, who has 
excelled during his first few months 
at the Silverlake Stadium, has over¬ 
come greater challenges than any 
negative supporter reaction he 
might ever encounter from disaf¬ 
fected Hawks. 

At the age of nine, Collins was the 
victim of a horrific freak accident 
which, with an extra dash of misfor¬ 
tune would have resulted in the 
amputation of his right leg from the 
knee downwards. The player, 
understandably, can recall events 
of that day with assured clarity. 

“I was on the way to watch my 
dad’s friend play cricket at the local 
park. The game got cancelled, so we 
went to walk over to the shop and 
saw a car on fire. 

‘Lost my leg’ 

“Being kids, as we were, we stood 
about watching, from about 40ft 
away. The car exploded, and the rod 
that holds the bonnet up shot out of 
the car and went through my leg. It 
left me with a big hole in my leg. 

“I found out later, that if it had 
gone in an inch higher, I’d have lost 
my leg from the knee downwards, 
so I was lucky in one way, and 
unlucky in another.” 

Rather than be cowed by the expe¬ 
rience, Collins became imbued with 
a sense of determination and 
remarkably, within three years, 
was training at Watford FC. 

“The incident never really 
stopped me playing sport. If any¬ 
thing, it pushed me on even more to 
achieve all that I wanted to. 

“I couldn’t do anything for a good 
ten months to a year. I was in a spe¬ 
cialist burns unit, then going back 
there once every six weeks for a 
check-up. I had to wear a stocking 
that acted as a second skin for near¬ 
ly two years. It was a long time, as a 
kid, to not be able to participate in 
any sport, but it was what I had to 
do to get better.” 

Collins’ iron will was next tested 
when, at the age of 20 and having 
agreed professional terms the pre¬ 
vious year, Watford deemed him

surplus to their requirements. A 
dream that had begun with the 
coach of his Sunday team arranging 
a trial at the Hertfordshire club 
ended with a thud. 

“I dropped straight down to the 
Conference South with Havant & 
Waterlooville. Dean Holdsworth, 
who I’d known for a long time, was 
player coach there, and he told me 
to come down for the remainder of 
the season. I had some great times 
there. 

“At the start it was difficult. When 
I went there, they were struggling 
at the bottom end of the table. I had 
three months that season 
(2004/2005), and at the end of it we 
managed to stay up.” 

Collins subsequently joined the 


Hawks on a permanent basis, and 
stayed put until 2009. If the 
Barking born player expected that 
move to pull the curtains on any 
aspirations he had harboured to go 
into combat with the game’s finest 
players, he was happily proven 
incorrect. 

Anfield 

Collins captained Havant & 
Waterlooville throughout their 
famous FA Cup run in 2007/2008, 
which culminated with a 5-2 fifth 
round defeat in front of more than 
42,500 fans at Liverpool’s fabled 
Anfield home. 

Ever the competitor, though, it 
isn’t his day on Merseyside which 


Collins most fondly recalls from 
that year’s exploits. 

“My favourite game was Swansea 
City at home (a Roberto Martinez 
led Swansea team that would go on 
to end the campaign at the top of 
League One, and which contained 
Leon Britton and Angel Rangel, two 
integral components in the Welsh 
outfit’s current Premier League 
side). In the away game we were 
battered and were lucky to come 
away with a 1-1. But, Swansea at 
home, on the day we outplayed 
them and fully deserved to win 4-2. 

“We had a full house, 4,500 at West 
Leigh Park. It was an unbelievable 
atmosphere, and to know we were 
going to play Liverpool was the 
biggest buzz.”

MY FOOTBALL CAREER - COLLINS 



Despite those electrifying days 
elsewhere in Hampshire, when 
Richard Hill, the manager at 
Eastleigh, offered Collins the 
chance to join the Spitfires’ promo¬ 
tion tilt, there wasn’t a moment’s 
hesitation. 

“No. I didn’t even think about it. I 
played for Newport County in this 
league and, as it turned out, we 
clinched the league title playing 
against Havant & Waterlooville. I 
was also at Hampton & Richmond 
Borough for a little while and 
played against Havant there, so I 
think I was away long enough for it 
not to make any real difference. 

“I don’t think it would have made 
a difference (to his decision to sign 
for Eastleigh) even if I’d left and 


come straight here. It might have 
upset the fans, but as a player you 
have to do what is best for you.” 

As Hill’s first capture of the close 
season, Collins was destined to be 
one of the new boys when the squad 
gathered for their first day back at 
work on July 1 - a scenario that he 
admits is guaranteed to send a few 
butterflies fluttering in the stom¬ 
ach. 

World Cup 

“I think no matter where you are 
that’s the case (being nervous on 
the first day in a job). I knew Glen 
(Southam) from when he came on 
trial at Aldershot. I’d played with 
Toddy (Chris Todd) at two previous 


clubs (Newport and Forest Green 
Rovers). I’d also actually been to the 
World Cup in Germany with Dean 
Beckwith to watch the England v 
Portugal match. It was a trip organ¬ 
ised by a mutual friend. It was 
funny seeing him again. 

“But, no matter how many lads 
you know, coming into a new club 
on that first day is a little bit nerve- 
racking. The lads made me feel wel¬ 
come straight away, though, so it’s 
easy to come in and be yourself.” 

Having been a key part of the 
Newport side which ran away with 
the Conference South title in 2010, 
accruing 103 points (28 more than 
nearest challengers Dover 
Athletic), scoring 93 goals, and los¬ 
ing only three matches in the 


process, Collins is perfectly placed 
to judge whether his current club 
have what it takes to achieve their 
season’s aim - namely, promotion 
into the Conference Premier. 

“I think, player for player, the lads 
here are probably, on paper, better 
than the ones at Newport. As the 
season’s gone on we’ve developed a 
great team spirit. We’ve got a very 
good team for this level.” 

Collins, however, does agree that 
the league in which he is now play¬ 
ing contains more quality than the 
one that he won with the Exiles. 

“I think so. We lost three games 
over the whole season at Newport. 
We went 64 games at home unbeat¬ 
en. It was either, we were that good, 
or other teams were poor. It was 
probably a bit of both. 

“Now, if you look at Sutton 
United, they’re a really good team, 
Ebbsfleet United have strength¬ 
ened, Dover are a good side, and 
Bishop’s Stortford are flying at the 
moment, but if we carry on the way 
we are we’ll be there or thereabouts 
at the end.” 

The Spitfires have suffered one 
major blow this season - an FA Cup 
third qualifying round defeat at the 
hands of lowly Conference North 
club Oxford City. Relentlessly posi¬ 
tive, Collins suggests that 
Eastleigh’s cup elimination could 
yet be a blessing. 

“I think it works in two ways. 
When we went on the cup run at 
Havant, we missed out on the play¬ 
offs by two points. Would you have 
taken the play-offs over a cup run? 
Across a season you might have 
done, I don’t know. 

League football 

“We were extremely disappointed 
to lose (against Oxford). We played 
OK and should have got something 
out of the game, but they had three 
shots and scored three goals. From 
our point of view it’s disappointing, 
but they’ve done well.” 

With that blip confronted in the 
forthright manner of one of his rat¬ 
tling on-field tackles, there are fur¬ 
ther words of praise for his team¬ 
mates, and a confirmation of the 
personal ambition that burns as 
fiercely as it ever has. 

“I would love to play League foot¬ 
ball again. If you ask anyone where 
they want to play, it’s in the League. 
If you put this team we’ve got now 
in the League, and I’m not just say¬ 
ing it because I’m here, I don’t think 
we’d struggle. I think we’d do all 
right. 

“Having played in the League with 
Aldershot (between August 2011 
and January 2012), I think this team 
would stay up comfortably. If we 
can do well this season, you look at 
the teams that have been promoted 
from this league into the 
Conference Premier, they typically 
do well. There’s no reason why, if 
we went up, we couldn’t be up there 
again next year.”

WHEN two teams’ home 
kits match in colour, the 
usual outcome is one side 
will wear their away strip.

had a spell of domination and 
their labour bore fruit as 
Aaron Elam scored a top-draw¬ 
er volley from the edge of the 
box, controlling the ball with 
his knee and smashing it bot¬ 
tom left. 

And Hiltingbury grabbed the 
lead on the stroke of half-time 
as a dangerous free kick was 
cleared off the face of Hagan 
but eventually slammed home 
from close range by Stefan 
Williams. 

The second half ended goal¬ 
less after periods of possession 
by both teams - the gale force 
winds making life difficult. 

Hiltingbury boss Dan Powell 
felt his side are beginning to 
bond together nicely. 

“We have only really just 
brought this team together - 
but already they look great,” 
said the manager. 

“I thought we were predomi¬ 
nant throughout the match - 
which I thought wasn’t going 
to go ahead in the first place. 

“The conditions looked pret¬ 
ty dire as we drove to the game 
but I’m glad we played as we 
grabbed three valuable points 
against a side that were 
unbeaten.

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Classics of 
The Ashes 


ENGLAND are in Australia looking to win the 
Ashes for a fourth straight time. 

Here are five of the greatest clashes 
between the two nations Down Under. 

March 1877 - Australia beat England by 
45 runs at the Melbourne Cricket Ground 
What is now considered the first ever Test 
came before the concept of the Ashes, billed 
locally as James Lillywhite’s XI v South 
Australia and New South Wales. England- 
born Australia opener Charles Bannerman 
scored the first Test century in the first 
innings. The touring side were set 154 for 
victory but Tom Kendall’s seven-wicket haul 
saw them bowled out for 108 in the final 
innings. England tied the series after the sec¬ 
ond match, also at the MCG, ended in a 
four-wicket victory. 

December 1954 - England beat Australia 
by 38 runs at the Sydney Cricket Ground 
Having lost the opening encounter at 
Brisbane, England were inspired by young 
Northamptonshire paceman Frank Tyson, 
who was knocked out by a vicious bouncer 
from Ray Lindwall in the tourists’ second 
innings. A fired-up Tyson had his revenge, 
running through Australia’s batting line-up 
with six for 85 in a 10-wicket match haul. 
Tyson went on to play a key role in the next 
match at Melbourne as England retained the 
Ashes in a 3-1 series win. 

March 1977 - Australia beat England by 
45 runs at the Melbourne Cricket Ground 


Dennis Lillee was the star of the one-off 
Centenary Test, where the Ashes were not at 
stake, with an 11 -wicket match haul. Both

sides were skittled cheaply in their first 
innings before Australia made a better fist of 
things second time round. Wicketkeeper- 
batsman Rod Marsh scored an unbeaten 
110 as England were set a victory target of 
463. They looked well placed too at 346 for 
four, but Kerry O’Keeffe took the key wicket 
of Derek Randall, who had made 174, and 
England meekly collapsed to 417 all out. 

December 2006 - Australia beat England 
by six wickets at the Adelaide Oval. 

There looked little danger of anything other 
than a draw when England racked up 551 for 
six declared, thanks largely to Paul 
Collingwood’s double century and Kevin 
Pietersen’s 158, while Australia were all out 
for 513. All the tourists had to do was bat out 
the final day, but they were all out for a 
measly 129, Shane Warne taking four wick¬ 
ets, before Australia scored 168 to win in 
under 33 overs. 

December 2010 - England beat Australia 
by an innings and 57 runs at the Melbourne 
Cricket Ground 

With the series poised at 1-1, England 
ended Australia hopes of winning back the 
urn with a dominant performance on day 
one. The hosts were all out for 98 - their low¬ 
est all-out total in an Ashes Test at the MCG 
in front of over 80,000 stunned Australians. 
Jonathan Trott’s unbeaten 168 took Andrew 
Strauss’ men to 513 all out before 
Yorkshireman Tim Bresnan - a controversial 
call-up in place of Steven Finn - justified his 
place with four for 50 as Australia subsided 
to 258 all out. England went on to claim their 
third innings victory of the tour in Sydney to 
complete a memorable 3-1 series success. 


Outspoken Pietersen’s problems rarely stem tom 

WORDS OFTEN CATCH 


KEVIN Pietersen has regularly 
hit the headlines for what he 
has said as much as the runs 
he has scored for England. 

Here, as the former Hampshire 
batsman prepares for his 100th 
England Test later this month, The 
Sports Pink looks back at his best 
soundbites... 

On switching allegiance from 
his native South Africa to 
England: 

“You are brought up to be loyal to 
the country you are in but I have 
never been totally patriotic to 
South Africa. It is a case of how I 
was brought up at home. My mum 
ruled the roost and she is English 
thr ough-and-thr ough. ’ ’ 

On the verbal abuse when he 
toured South Africa as an 
England player: 

“I knew I was going to cop a lot of 
stick but I just sat back and 
laughed at the opposition, with 
their swearing and ‘traitor’ 
remarks ...some of them can hardly 
speak English.” 

On his first major slump in 
form in 2007: 

“Right now I’m mentally fatigued. 
I’m just a very, very tired person. 
The England team is a team that 
never, ever stops.” 

On criticism over his innova¬ 
tive switch-hit: 

“Everybody wants brand new 
ideas, new inventions and new 
shots. That is a new shot I played 
today and people should be saying 
it’s a new way to go.” 

On his appointment as England 
captain in 2008: 

“I’ll have my own ways and it’s 
very exciting. It’s a brand new test 
and a bright new challenge for me. 
I don’t think I would be sitting here 
today if I wasn’t 100 per cent confi¬ 
dent that everything is going to be 
perfectly fine.” 

On his resignation as England 
captain less than six months 
later: 

“In light of recent communica¬ 
tions with the ECB, and the unfor¬ 
tunate media stories and specula¬ 
tion that have subsequently 
appeared, I now consider that it 
would be extremely difficult for me 
to continue in my current posi¬ 
tion.” 

On reports of strained rela¬ 
tionships with team-mates: 

“I’ve got zero problem with 
walking back into that dress¬ 
ing room. I can look anybody 
in the eye.” 

On being dropped from a 
Twenty20 series in 2010, via 
Twitter: 

“Yep.. Done for rest of summer!! 
Man of the World Cup T20 and

HAVING been selected for 
England’s next Ashes assign¬ 
ment Down Under, Kevin 
Pietersen is on the cusp of a 
100th Test cap for England. 

It is a moment that seemed 
unlikely to come at several 
points in a controversial career, 
but Pietersen has survived plenty 
of bumps in the road. 

Here, The Sports Pink assesses 
them. 

January 2005 - Return to South 
Africa 

Born and raised in Natal, Pietersen 
initially played for his home 
province before heading to pursue 
a career in England in frustration 
with the Proteas’ quota system. 
When he returned to his homeland 
wearing the Three Lions, fans 
made their feelings known by turn¬ 
ing their backs when he came to 
the crease. Three stunning hun¬ 
dreds later and they could not help 
but watch. 

January 2009 - End of an error 

If Pietersen’s New Year’s resolu¬ 
tion was to relieve himself of the 
England captaincy, an honour sur¬ 


prisingly handed to him ahead of 
the statelier Andrew Strauss, then 
it took him only hours to deliver. 
Pietersen told the England and 
Wales Cricket Board that the team 
would not progress under coach 
Peter Moores and called for his 
removal. The bold gambit did end 
Moores’ tenure but also made 
Pietersen’s position untenable and 
he reluctantly stood down too. 

June 2008 - The switch hit 

Found himself at the centre of a 
media storm over the laws of the 
game when he unveiled his innova¬ 
tive ‘switch hit’. An extension of 
the reverse sweep, it involved flip¬ 
ping the entire stance from right- 
hand to left-hand to take advan¬ 
tage of gaps in the field. A number 
of former professionals called for it 
to be banned and it briefly became 
a genuinely divisive issue until the 
ICC ratified it as a legitimate 
stroke. 

March 2011 - Only the brave... 

When his star batsman took the 
unilateral decision to leave the 
World Cup due to a hernia injury, 
team director Andy Flower left little 



doubt over his views. He cited 
medical advice that Pietersen 
could have taken painkillers and 
completed the tournament and 
added that he might have been "a 
bit braver". For his part, the player 
declared himself "devastated" and 
the physical toll of international 
cricket on his body has become a 
favourite topic. 

July 2012 - Not shy but retiring 

Shocked fans and pundits alike by 
announcing his retirement from 
one-day and Twenty20 cricket. 
Behind-the-scenes talks surround¬ 
ing his desire to end his 50-over 
career but carry on playing Test 
and T20 cricket were unsuccessful 
after the ECB stood firm over the 
terms of their central contracts. 

Pietersen had hopes of helping 
England defend their World T20 
title later that year despite his exit, 
but the impasse lingered. 

August 2012 - Heated at 
Headingley 

Gave a staggering post-match 
press conference after a wonderful 
Test century against South Africa - 
treating Strauss dismissively, hint¬ 
ing he could retire from Tests at 
the end of the summer and, most 
famously, declaring "it’s hard being 
me in this dressing room". 
Subsequently dropped and 
declined a central contract as the 
ECB investigated reports he had 
sent messages to members of the 
away team that concerned his own 
team-mates. 

He was later "reintegrated" to the 
side following an awkward and 
apologetic press conference along¬ 
side ECB chairman Giles Clarke.

dropped from the T20 side too.. It’s a 
f*** up!!” 

On reports he was ready to 
turn his back on 50-over crick¬ 
et at just 30 years old. 

“There are so many people 
who say I’m not loving it, that 
cricket’s not my thing anymore. 
I love cricket, cricket is my 
everything. 

I have only achieved half of 
what I want in the game. I just want a 



fair crack at it, because there’s a lot of 
people saying things about me that are 
not true.” 


On his retirement from 50- 
over cricket less than two 
years later: 

“With the intensity of the 
international schedule and the 
increasing demands on my 
body, approaching 32,1 think it 
is the right time to step aside 
and let the next generation of 



players come through to gain expe¬ 
rience for the ICC World Cup in 
2015.” 

On his future as an England 
player following an explosive 
press conference at Headingley: 
“The saddest part about all 
this is that the spectators just 
love watching me play and I 
love playing for England. But 
the politics is what I have to 
deal with personally and it’s 
tough being me in this dress- 
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hislackof cricketing technique on the pilch...

Pietersen had begun his most tur¬ 
bulent year with a miserable run of 
scores, along with most of his 
team-mates, in a 3-0 drubbing 
against Pakistan in the United Arab 
Emirates. Here, in searing and sta¬ 
mina-sapping heat, he dominated 
the Sri Lankans on their home turf 
to lead England to a series-levelling 
and face-saving victory. 

Headingley, v South Africa, 
August 2012 - 149, match drawn 

The scene of Pietersen’s most 
outrageous extremes. In the middle, 
he was breathtaking as he took 
apart Dale Steyn and Morne Morkel 
to help give England fleeting hope 
of victory in a rain-affected match 
against the world’s new best team. 
Afterwards, he held a stunningly 
inept press conference in which - 
intent apparently on saying nothing 
- he did the opposite, and kickstart- 
ed a crisis of man-management for 
England. 

Mumbai, v India, November 
2012 - 186, England won by 10 
wickets 

The best of the lot, surely. 
England’s hopes of a first series win 
in India since the mid-1980s 
appeared forlorn after chastening 
defeat in Ahmedabad. But on a 
spinners’ paradise at the Wankhede 
Stadium - James Anderson’s wicket 
with the second ball of the match 
was the only success for the seam- 
ers - Pietersen’s batting bordered 
on the supernatural. He dominated 
a stand of 206 with fellow centurion 
Alastair Cook as England levelled 
the score at 1 -1 and took the 
momentum on for another victory in 
Kolkata and eventual 2-1 success.

Just 
six runs separated the teams, and 
the series, on first innings and at 
126 for five it seemed England’s 
dream of overdue Ashes success 
might just unravel again. Pietersen 
had other ideas. He needed some 
luck along the way, but was a force 
of nature that day against a world- 
class and highly experienced 
attack. 

Lord’s, v India, July 2011 - 202 
not out, England won by 196 
runs 

The 2,000th Test match was 
thought sure to be Sachin 
Tendulkar’s last at Lord’s, and in 
many minds was supposed to 
be all about the Little Master. 
Pietersen’s first hundred runs 
were scratchy, the rest sub¬ 
lime. Collaterally, they were 
the difference between the 
two sides in a match which 
set the tone for a 4-0 series 
success as England 
dethroned India to go to 
the top of the world 
rankings for the first 
time.

I 
like to stand up and be counted.”

Tremlett 
struggles 
for wickets 

FORMER Hampshire batsman Chris 
Tremlett’s Ashes hopes suffered a 
blow during England’s drawn match 
against a WA Chairman’s XI in 
Australia. 

The Southampton paceman, chas¬ 
ing a Test place, struggled to make 
an impact, taking one wicket during 
the match at a cost of 123 runs while 
two of the touring party’s other giant 
paceman fared better. 

Boyd Rakin took three wicksts at a 
cost of 126 runs and Steven Finn 
nabbed three, although he conceded 
176 runs. 

Hampshire opener Michael Carberry 
stated his case for a place with 76 in 
England’s 391 all out - their one 
innings - but England can have 
learned precious little about the finer 
details of their Ashes plans from the 
stalemate. 

The run-fest of the first two days 
extended to centuries for Ian Bell 
(115) and Jonathan Trott (113 not out) 
on another fine morning, but was 
then rudely interrupted by an unex¬ 
pected England collapse either side 
of lunch as they conceded a 60-run 
first-innings deficit. 

The hosts then batted out 39 more 
overs, to the tune of 168 for five 
declared, so that the inevitable draw 
could be confirmed at the WACA. 

Apart from the battle of the pace- 
men, the other obviously undecided 
position for the 
first Test in 
Brisbane is at 
number six - 
and after Gary 
Ballance and 
Ben Stokes 
mustered only 
four runs 
between them, 
there was min¬ 
imal evidence 
to go on. 

Three years 
ago, England arrived in Perth evident¬ 
ly already sure of their best Test XI 
and flew on to Adelaide with the con¬ 
firmation of a heartening victory over 
strong opposition. 

This time, they have faced a lesser 
side but one able to take the honours 
by piling up 451 for five declared 
thanks to five 50s and a century from 
their top six. 

All seemed to be going to plan in 
England’s reply by the time Bell 
retired out to end his third-wicket 
stand of 193 with Trott. 

But England then lost their last 
seven wickets for 57, Jim Allenby 
picking up four for 58, as a remark¬ 
able run of nine 50s or better from 11 
individual innings in this match was 
replaced by a procession of single¬ 
figure scores. 

Home openers Luke Towers and 
Marcus Harris had set the tone two 
days ago with a stand of 115. But 
second innings both fell cheaply to 
Rankin, Towers caught at third slip 
and Harris Ibw playing no shot to one 
that kept low after hitting a crack. 

With Test linchpin James Anderson 
spared any unnecessary second- 
innings bowling exertions, change 
bowlers Finn and Stokes might also 
each have had an early wicket - but 
Lynn was dropped on 12 by Rankin 
diving to his left at mid on off the for¬ 
mer and then on 19 by Joe Root high 
to his right at second slip. 

Finn eventually got his second and 
third wickets of the match, Marsh Ibw 
and Tom Triffitt caught-behind in the 
same over. They had come at the 
cost of 165 runs by then, and when 
Tremlett struck for the first time - 
Ashton Turner Ibw pushing forward 
round his pad - he too had three fig¬ 
ures in the penultimate column.
